connecting Nish and Saloniki. 
Roumania 
is

alarm on account of the threatened 
military movement by Bulgaria and 
the central powers in close proximity 
to lier frontiers, but neither Athens 
nor Bucharest is exhibiting any readi­ 
ness to depart from a policy of benev­ 
olent neutrality toward the triple en­ 
tente powers. 
Tile official reports of tile fighting 
along the major fronts were unusually 
meager, the only significant point in 
any of them being the statement from 
Berlin that Field Marshal von Hinden­ 
burg. on the 
Dvinsk front, 
had re­ 
pulsed Russian attacks, which seem­ 
ingly would indicate that for the first 
time since tile Herman drive through 
Poland began the Austro-Hermans are 
making no big offensive at any point 
along the whole eastern front.

PRESIDENT STUDYING NOTE 


Contents of Protest to Great Britain 
Closely Guarded.

the disapproval by the United States 
of British interference with American 
trade through the various orders in 
council. 
The communication, long delayed 
because the president did not wish to 
mix the American government’s con­ 
troversy with Germany with the case 
against Great Britain, practically is 
complete.

owing to the strong personal follow 
ling of .Mr. Lindbergh In this part of 
the state: 
Several 
newspapers,

sixth district ones, are refusing to 
! take C. A. Lindbergh's candidacy for 
governor seriously. 
They recall the 
fact that in 1910 lie consented lo be 
a candidate for governor and then 
changed his mind, and that in 1912 
he announced himself as an opponent 
to Knlite Nelson for the senate and 
later c h a n g e d his mind to run for 
congress again. 
After Mr. Lindbergh had cleared 
the sixth district field iii 1912 by 
coming out for the senate, a boom 
was started for Al vail Eastman of the 
St. Cloud Journal-Press for congress. 
Mr. Eastman consented to run and 
seemed to have clear sailing when 
Lindbergh made his sudden switch. 
Naturally. Mr. Eastman is a lilt shop-1 
tiral now as to Lindbergh’s intentions 
The Sauk Center Herald calls it 
“Lindbergh’s biennial bluff." and ad­ 
vises prospective candidates for con­ 
gress to "bide a wee.” 
.‘‘His campaign for this office,” says 
the Cambridge North Star. 
"will 
peter out just as did bis contest for 
the United States senatorship, three 
years ago.'’ 
Yet there are evidences that Mr. 
Lindbergh sincerely intends to run 
for governor. 
The sixth district, 
with the exception of two or three 
counties, Is a wet district.
